Fthou-haſt not been acquainted with ſuch a Table as this following, 
Fins deſireſt ro make uſe of it, thou muſt get the Alphabet, viz. the - 
Order of the Letters,as they ſtand , without book, perfeRtly, to know 
whereevery Letter ſtands, as (6) neer the beginning, (-») abour the 
midſt, and (#) towards'the end. Therefore if the word thou would 
find begins with (4) look in the beginning of the Table, if with () 
look towards the end. Again, if the word beginwith (ba) look in the 
beginning of the Letter (6b) but if with (5x) ſee towards the end of 
that Letter : and if thou obſervelt the ſame for the third and fourth 
Letters, thou ſhalt find thy word preſently. 

Secondly, Thou muſtknow the cauſe of the difference of the Letters, 
all Written with the Roman, as in(abba) are words taken from the 
Latine, or other Learned Language. Thoſe with the 7talick Letrers, as 
(abandon) are French-words made Englith : Thoſe with the Engliſh -

But where I ſay they are Greek, I 
mean with ſome difference of termination , for they'were brought 
from Greece to us, through Rewe, where they were newly ſtamprt ; and 
when they came to us, we coyned them after our faſhion : as Chriſt is 
in Latine Chriſts,in Greek Chriſtos : ſo Baptiſm in Latine Baptiſmme, 
in Greek Bapti/mos. Thelike mult be obſerved for the Latine words,as 
thoſe that we have ending in(s» )the Latine hath them in(70)) creation, 
remiſion,in Latine, creatio, remiſſio. But touching the French, we hawe 
ſome of them with difference, and ſome withour , and thus thou ſhalt 
diſcern them ; thoſe with difference are marked with this (*) as 
(accompliſh) in French (accomplir) , and therefore you ſhall indir by 
this mark (*) , the other have none. Sometimes 1 refer thee from one 
word to another : as thus, inthat word Brigandine, ſee Bargue, then 
thoſe two beof a lignification , and fo thou ſhalt learn varicty of 
words.
